The following Is the closing nppeal of
Carl Schurz to the Democracy ln‘l;?ngrvnl
Chieago spéech :

Democrats of the North, » Inst appeal o
you. Not for oursalves will I spenk, but
to you I will say a word for the poor
South, whose friends you profess to be
Did you ever consider what your friend-
ship hns made of that unfortunate country ¥
For more than o generation you have ox-
cited and stimulated the worst pro-slavery
passions In the Boothern people. You,
children of the free North, could not love
dlivery for ita own sake; you could not
beliove that so lagrant an sbomination
could successiully resist the progressive
spirit of the nincteenth century, and yot,
did you not encourage that insane resist.
ance—resistange to thelast—with your in-
slilious noolsmations and promises of ald?
Is it not true, that but for that artfil en-
courngement the Southern people would
lave recognized the Imposdbility of per.
poluaiing slavery, and that, sbandoning
thwir fulse hopes, they might have long
aFu commenced, by a gradual and penoe-
abile reform, to nccomplish that which hns
now boen nocomplished by the terrors of
revolution and war? Thut the pesceable
and salatary course of reform was pot
commonoéd in tine—you Northern Dem-
ocrats aro responsible for it.  Bul more:
Drive na the SBouthern people may be,
they would soarcely have dared to riise
their hiands in rebellion againgt this Re-
public ind they not been wssured that the
people of the North would not fight, or if
they did, that there would be Northern
seople enough to rige in aid of that rebel-
ion.

Hinow the New Orleans massacre, there
lias boen no more Infamous ontrage than
the wholesale murder at Camills, Georgia.

Ho the Sheriff went out of town and met
the procession, and Iosisted that the ne-
groes and others who proponed to sttend

the public square, where thoy might be
ghot down by the populace. The negroes
refused to lay down their arms or to enter
the trap prepared for them unless they
had the means to fight their way ount
The Sherifl then rode Into town, and,
when the processlon nearcd the Court
House, an “iIntoxieated man named
Johns" ordered the musto tostop, and fired
hin musket. The ahot was answerad
the procession, when a body of armed eitl-
zons fired into the procession, killing a
number, wounding others and dis ng
the remainder, ¢ Democratic aeconnt
places the respousibility for the murder
on the refusal of the procession to sban-
don thelr nrms.  Having resolved to hold
their meoting, and deliver their specches,
nocording to their previous announce-
mont, they entered the town, apd met the
fate with which Forrest wisited the un.

"leroe necopled the warning to the extent
of sending & note by a freedman to the
Sherifl demanding protection. The Sherift
and poss answered in person, outslde of
the town, requesting Plerce not to attempt
to enter; that arow was inevitable, Pierce
answered that he was violating no law
aud would apeak in Camilla. The Sheriff
then gulloped back to town, Pleres and
Putney, in o buggy, enterod Camilla in
advance of their crowd, and went to the
Bquare ; the procession eutered, precaded
by & wagon in'whioh were two drummers
and two fifera  The wcoount then pro-
ceods :

Toshow how completely
we hey conkered our prejoodises and how
much we desire poece I will state that for
a month ther hev bin only two niggers
hung, and them under circumatances uy
grate provocation. One uy em made i
fuce at Jesnker Gavitt, and tother refoozed
to give Kernel Punt credit for a load av
water melons, claimin that the Kernel al-
ready owed him, and that ther wuz no law
for = nigger to colléct debts uy white
men, Uy coorse we can't stand inslence
from em.

The late unplensantnis oviginated inthis
wise, The Radikels uy thin county hed
ﬁlvru out that they intended to hold & po-

tikal meetin at this place on the 20th in-
stant, I koew that ef they did it bioed
wood flow, for T knowd the temper and
fealing uy our peacoable citizens, Te
avold bloodshed 1 pent word to em not to
come—not to hold ::e hn}rﬁ.n—-thnb ls!
they did I cood not eld responsible,
un? ther blood wood be on ther own
heads. Partikkelerly I warned em not to
come armed, for our citizens wont stand
that anyhow. We kin never permit men
who differ from us Lo carry arms, ez in
cass we hev dispoots with em, they mite be
dangerous.

My well meant endeavors wuz frootlls,
and Issaker Gavitt thot he'd try. On the
mornin uv that day Issaker rode out to
find if they were bound to come in, and
also whether they wuzx armed.

Hed the niggers passed on quictly
all wood hev been well, but they didn't
Eager to quarrel, and full uv insolence, and
recly sekin a pretext to embroil us, the
procession stopped in wild confooshin,
many uv em takin to the woods to create
the impression that they had bin sttackt
The dooplisssty of the nigger caracter is
beyond findin out! We wuz surprised at
ther breakin up so suddenly, and for a
minit we didn't know what to do.

Ef the procession stopt in front uy Bas-
com's our citizens conjectured ther desi
wuz to attack the grosery, wich is ree ly
the citadei uv the town. In Bascom's ia
all the likker we hev—in Bascom's our in-
nosent revela is held—and Bascom's we
will defend it to the last! Wat woz we
to do* Unarmed and helplis we were un.
propared for this, But Heaven smiled
onto us, and give us the means to de-
fend oursclves, The rifles, revolyvers and
shot guns belongin to the principle fam-
ilies uy the Corners, and the surroundin
county, happened to be in Bascom's
stuckt up behind his bar, and providen-
sholly they wuz all loaded and eapped. In
o minit's time they wuz distributid, and
afore the mob cood organize to make the
uttack, n well-directid vollgy wus poured
into em. This dismayed em, and the en-
tire muss uv em, sich ez wuzn't killed, fled
to the woods. Two uv the blood-thirsty
wretches was shot at in the edge uy Me-
Pelter's woods, by the Captsin and  Elder
Pennibneker, who feared that they wuza
goln in there to re-organize and return to
complete their dreadful work., Elder Pen-
nibacker killed one inhuman villain with
an axe, wieh hed bin wounded inthe leg
and woz found ina corner av his fence
tr]yiu 1o stop the flow uy the blood. The
Elder wuz afecred he mite re-organize,
All that day a posse uy cltizens were en-

Yeokin Pogram wuz serlotsly injoored by
a rock wich Issaker Gavitt na{ua strate up
in his unthinkin excitement, and poor
Kerael MoPelter's shot-gun bust the
second time be fired it, takin orf his thumb,
These injoories sustained by our citizen
may be charged directly to' the infern
sperit uv the inslent niggers who wounld
purvoke our pescefly inclined people.

Hed th‘g
only taken my advice and not attemp
to hold ther meetin this wood not hev
hanencd. Ied they not hev come into
the Corners with moosic and a Nashnel
fiag a fiyin, they wond not hev bin killed.
And even then hod they gone on quietly,
afler the fust one wuz shot and the others
wie knockt down with stuns, I doult
whother anything more wood hev bin dun,

They shoodent hev held meetine We

Knowin this why will
they persist in holdin uv em?
